When the Mexican dollar 
was wor th a dollar in gold we could 
buy a bushel of wheat with it in the 
United States, and that same dollar , 
which is now wor th only 53 cents in 
gold, 
will still buy

* wheat. 
In 1890, when I fir st went 
to Escalon, I could get 93 cents 
in 
gold for a Mexican dollar , and now, 
in 1896, I can only get 53 cents for 
the same Mexican dollar , but I can 
buy just as 
much 
coffee, 
sugar , 
flour , etc., with my 53 cents in gold 
in 1896 as 1 could with 93 cents in 
1890. 
The 
pur chasing power of 
M exican dollar is just as gr eat as it 
ever was, 
but the Amer ican gold 
dollar 
will buy 
almost 
twice as 
much. 
Instead of our silver dollar 
being wor th less than it was, your 
gold dollar is wor th mor e.” 
“ 
Then pr ices in M exico have not 
been falling as they 
have in the 
United States?” 
“ 
No; pr ices ar e still up to the 
standar d of twenty year s ago, and I 
pr esume that if the United States 
had not gone onto the gold stand­ 
ar d, wheat would still be selling in 
this countr y for a dollar and ever y­ 
thing else in pr opor tion.

United States you say our dollar is 
a 53 cent dollar , but in Mexico we 
say the United States dollar is a 200

There are indeed many things to 
contaminate and but few things to 
purify the air of a large city, how­ 
ever perfect the sanitation may be. 
Thei e a*re few things in the country 
to render air impure and the natural 
means for improving the atmosphere 
seldom meets with any interference. 
The air of a city may be cool, dry, 
and appear pure, but in this instance 
things are not what they seem; for 
if we examine it by the microscope, 
which aids most in making this 
adage true, we find the particles of 
aii, like the drops of water, contain- 
ing innumerable bodies, living and 
dead— the various forms of bacteria, 
remnants 
of 
feathers and 
hairs, 
epithelial cells from various animals' 
carbon and sand from the soil, and 
pollen and spores of fungi from the 
vegetable world. 
Chemistry reveals a variety of 
noxious gases, such as come from 
the manufacture of sugar, glue and 
soap; those from fertilizing and as­ 
phalt works; carbonic acid gas, from 
the combustion of carbon, as coal, 
gas, oil and wood; also the many 
foi eign and poisonous gases, defined 
and undefined; emanations from cess­ 
pools, stagnant water, sewers, gar­ 
bage, 
closets and stables. 
These 
lattei are some of the forms of con­ 
tamination of the air which come 
from a dense population with many 
factories 
and 
workshops. 
Over­ 
crowding in our large cities will al­ 
ways bring with it certain diseases, 
and for this reason the mortality 
will thus always be greater. 
Vv 0 found that by the industries 
of man the atmosphere of the city 
has been altered in every constituent 
by the manner of living, as well as 
by trades. 
Leave the noisy, dusty 
city for a day or a night, and 
whole being has imbibed 
and 
that 
feeling of weight 
and 
lethargy has departed. 
In the coun­ 
try air we notice important quali­ 
ties and more of the life-giving prop­ 
erties than in the city. 
There 
more 
ozone, 
more oxygen, 
vegetation to deodorize and 
the air, more light and 
fewer microorganisms, with greater 
freedom 
from 
dust 
and 
noxious 
gases. 
The absence of pure country 
air not 


a purpnsh nue like a bad bruise it 
gradually became lighter and as­ 
sumed a life-like color, and within a 
few hours there were evidences of re­ 
turning animation. 
Although sev­ 
eral physicians had been in attend­

Advance sheets of Poor’s Manual 
of the railroads for 
1896 show that 
the total mileage of the country at 
the close of 1895 was 180,955 miles.

lowing* story that should be thor- 
oroughly investigated

Grace Foster (or rather Grace 
Burnett), aged 14 years,died August 
9> 1896. 
^ 
Just three weeks previous Grace 
and 
Minnie 
Foster 
were at 
my 
bouse, wnich was about one-fourth 
of a mile from where Foster lived. 
He came by,going to put his horses 
in my pasture. 
He hallooed at the 
girls and told them to go on home, 
and to get them a hickory, for he 
intended to whip the shirt off every 
one of them or find out who pulled 
that green watermelon. 
My son Ed, a boy about 18 years 
old, saw Foster go back towards 
home with his bridles in his hand 
and he went out to the fence to lis­ 
ten to what 
would 
happen when 
Foster would get home. 
He called 
the children out and went to whip­ 
ping, and he whipped and he whip­ 
ped and whipped. Ed said he could 
hear the bridle bits just pop and 
rattle. 
After listening some time he came 
into the house and told what was 
going on; my wife and my other two 
Doys and Walter Caywood then ran 
out to listen. 
His wife and all his 
children seemed to be crying and 
screaming and he was cursing most 
bitter oaths. 
His expression was, 
“ Damn her, I will kill her if she 
ever pulls another one.” 
Two weeks after that Mrs. Foster 
told my wife that he did not whip 
the other children very hard, 
but 
she thought he was going to beat 
Grace to death, and she jumped 
between 
them 
and 
grabbed 
the 
bridle. 
She said the marks were on 
her then. 
From the time of the whipping 
until her death it seemed hard for 
her to get about, 
and she com ­ 
plained of her back a good deal, 
but if she has ever been subject to 
spasms, as was stated in the Enter­ 
prise, I have never heard of it, and 
she has lived within a quarter of a 
mile of my house for the last four 
months, and has been at my house 
day after day. 
She was at my house on Friday 
before she died and was sick all 
day. 
She complained of her head 
and back. 
On Sunday morning the 
doctor 
was 
called. 
He said her 
sickness was caused by a fall, a jar, 
or 
a heavy blow. 
My 
wife and 
Mrs. Brown Were present when she 
died, washed her and laid her out. 
They said her back 
from 
her 
shoulders to below her waist looked 
like it was bruised until it was blue, 
and the back of her arms to her 
eibows looked the same way, and 
there was one spot on her back as 
large as a nickel that was biack. 
Foster must have had a guilty 
conscience, 
for tie left his family 
the night after Grace was buried, 
and nearly all of them sick, and 
he has not been seen by his neigh­ 
bors since. 
Now, this is the true 
statement of the case and I give it 
to correct some misstatements in 
the Enterprise of August 21, made 
by Ann Foster.

T o th*f E ditor of the DKMOCRAr. 
AlHiough it is unpleasant for me 
to appear to 
court the noioriety 
which this letter may bring, 
y^«. as 
the good name of a faithtul state of 
ficer has been attacked, and as I 
am 
in 
possession of 
some 
facts 
which may shed a new hght upon 
the subject, I feel that \ should not 
be worthy of the posilon I hold as 
W. C. 
T. U . 
superintendent of 
prisons 
and 
jails 
if I 
remained 
silent. 
I am not a reader of the 
St. Louis daily papers, for want of 
cpportunity, but it has been brought 
to my notice 
that 
an attack has- 
been 
made 
upon 
Chief 
W a rd e n 
Pace concerning the treatment and 
discipline of prisoners at the state 
penitentiary. 
My husband and myself have given 
probably more attention to that un- 
fortun<ate class known as criminals 
than most citizens. 
My position as 
the W. C. r. U. state superintend­ 
ent of that work brings me in con 
tact with roany, 
not only during 
their iisaprisonment, but aher they 
are free. 
In like manner the evan­ 
gelistic work of my husband amongst 
this class has earned for us at least 
their coaiidence, and many are the 
^ 
letters we have received from some 
/^hile in prison and after they were 
free. 
If they would write guarded­ 
ly while they were in the peniten­ 
tiary, there would 
be no special 
reason for them to do so when they 
were 
free men 
and 
women. 
O f 
course, in the nature of things, we 
have only heard from those who 
wished or appeared to wish to lead 
new and honest lives. 
N o word of 
complaint has ever come to us, 
at 
any time, 
concerning their treat 
ment when in the state penitentiary, 
but dozens of kind and 
grateful 
words have been said of Chief W ar­ 
den Pace and the matron of that 
institution. 
T h e ex-convict, Wm. C. D eLacey, 
who was slated in one of the St. 
Louis papers as lecturing under the 
auspices of the W. C. T. U. , and 
who appears to be either the tool of 
some political enemy of Mr. Pace 
or indulging in these so called e x ­ 
posures of state 
penitentiary life 
for purposes of his own, wrote to 
m v ^ u n e 23, 
'96, 
stating that be 
^^w^shed to deliver a series of lectures 
under the auspices of the W. C. T. 
U . , relating to crime and criminal 
reform, commencing August 19th, 
when he would be free. 
He wrote 
also to other officers of the W. C. 
T. 
U. 
For 
good 
and 
sufficient 
reasons the officers of Kansas City 
Union and Sedalia would not as 
sume such responsibily and advised 
him to go to work in some other 
field than the lecture field.

pears to have had a hearing in St.

“Everybody kn>ows 
that butter is composed of a mixture 
of fat, oleine, margarine, stearin e, 
palmitine, butyreno and the fatty 
acids known 
as 
capric, caproic, 
butyric, 
in variable 
proportions, 
which give the color, odor and taste 
of butter. 
“The cause of the ramiidity of 
butter is the action, of the oxygen of 
the air, which sets the fatty acids at 
liberty. 
I need not go into this 
peculiar ckemicaFchange. 
Since the 
discoveries of Pasteur on the*subject 
of fermentation every bod}?- knows 
that it is microbes which fix the 
oxygen of the air on the alcohols and 
caseino matters of butter to trans­ 
form them into compound ammoniac- 
al and fatty acids, 
which, set at 
liberty, canse the rancidity of the 
butter. 
“Mr. Guiter and I set ourselves 
the task of finding a means to neut­ 
ralize the buthyriiammes and fatty 
acids which cause the rancidity, and 
our efforts have met with a com­ 
plete success. 
After having melted 
the butter and hawing neutralized 
it with an appropriate base, it is 
submitted to several washings, after 
which it presently becomes as sweet 
and clean as when it first the dairy. 
“You would ask me: 
Does it lose 
any of its original properties by this 
operation? 
I answer, no. 
On the 
contrary, by our process we can tell 
immediately whether a butter is nat­ 
ural or artificial. 
And the loss in­ 
curred is so insignificant as to be al­ 
most imperceptible.”—N. Y. Ledger. 


SPARE THE TREES. 


Dep rivin g 
City 
Co m m u n ities 
o f* a 
So u rce o f Rare En jo ymen t. 
It js gratifying to note that a 
practical protest against the wanton 
destruction of city trees has been 
made in the form of a petition in 
court to restrain a real estate dealer 
from cutting down a row of beauti­ 
ful trees to make room for a.building. 
The plaintiffs daim that the trees 
in question are protected by an 
agreement made when the property 
on which they stand was conveyed 
to the present owner. 
The protec­ 
tion of the trees, therefore, is not 
sought on the basis of a general 
right to their utility and beauty, but 
as a specific right secured by con­ 
tract. 
The petition, however, goes be­ 
yond this narrow ground and recites 
reasons for sparing the trees which 
will receive the sympathetic indorse­ 
ments of all lovers of nature. 
The 
petition asks that the trees be saved 
because they “are beautiful and at­ 
tractive, and appeal to the fancy, 
taste and affection of the plaintiffs, 
and their destruction or serious in­ 
jury would work an injury personal 
and peculiar to them over and above 
any damage suffered by their prop­ 
erty in a pecuniary sense.” 
It is a pity these reasons do not 
constitute a valid ground for an in­ 
junction against all cutting of trees 
in the city that is not absolutely 
necessary. 
The wholesale, wanton 
destruction of beautiful trees that 
frequently marks the progress of 
urban growth is in the nature of a 
crime. 
Years are required to re­ 
place a beautiful tree and the com­ 
munity is thus deprived of a source 
of health and rare enjoyment. 
The city would be greatly bene­ 
fited if the poetic in junction, “Wood­ 
man, spare that tree,” could be en­ 
forced by law.—St. Louis Republic.

The Bismarck monument erected 
to his memory bv the students of 
Germany in general, but particu­ 
larly by the society of students from 
the University of Goettingen, was 
recently unveiled a t the Eudelsburg, 
and is doubtless one of the most 
striking monuments of recent times. 
Bismarck is represented in his early . 
J 5 T * 
while studying in 1832 and I 
833. 
The head well thrown back, 
the right leg carelessly thrown across ; 
the other, the naked sword in his 1 
right hand, he sits there regardless 
of what may come. 
Nothing in this 
statue reminds one of the future 
Man of Blood and Iron,” except, 
perhaps, 
the determined and im­ 
perative expression 
of 
the 
eye. 
Sculptor Norbert Pfretzscher under­ 
stood to perfection how to express 
in the juvenile traits a presentment 
of that high intellectuality and of the 
coming greatness of Bismarck. 
In 
the main 
the a rtist lias taken his 
idea^ from a drawing made bv a 
cousin of Prince Bismarck, 
Baron 
von Kessel, who was with him at 
Gottingen during his years of study. 
When shown the first model of the 
work Prince Bismarck was not quite 
satisfied, claiming that his cousin 
had drawn too much of a pout to his 
lips. 
The prince stated at that time 
that his nether lip 
was 
always 
stronger than the upper one. 
A 
strong upper lip signified imperious­ 
ness, while he had always preferred 
to obey nobody than to give orders 
to others. 
A strong upper lip, how­ 
ever, stands for energy and tenacity, 
and as he says himself, ho was al­ 
ways somewhat energetic. 
Some 
changes were made according to 
these hints of Prince Bismarck, and 
the model before being executed was 
fully indorsed by him. 
This Bismarck of to-day is still the 
adored ideal of all the German stu­ 
dents, and never was a subscription 
more popular and more quickly com­ 
pleted than the collection of funds 
for this monument, raised by stu­ 
dents for a former fellow-graduate. 
He is still remembered by some going 
through the quiet streets of the 
idyllic university town in the long 
gown, high boots with spurs, the 
iong pipe suspended from the corner 
of the mouth, the tri-colored cap 
upon the curly head, accompanied by 
an immense mastiff, with which he 
once appeared before the forum of 
the dignified prorector of the uni­ 
versity. 
Even a t that time lie was 
the strongest and best swordsman 
among his colleagues, and was never 
wounded in a fray but once, and 
then only by accident, when the 
sword of his antagonist, a student 
named 
Bicdenweg, 
of 
Bremen, 
snapped in twain under one of his 
powerful blows, and, flying wild, hit 
him upon the left cheek. 
Even to­ 
day the venerable statesman looks 
back with pardonable pride upon his 
record as a student.—Philadelphia 
Record.

ploded with a report like that of a 
Krupp gun. 
The crew were dazed 
and nearly blinded, but fortunately 
no one was seriously hurt. 
The 
vessel labored heavily in the sea, and 
the wire rigging was ablaze with 
electricity. 
The storm soon cleared 
away, and the sea at once became as 
calm as before.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.
